Top Negro Army Chaplain Sent To Europe 
In a move to cope with the outbreak of racial in- 
cidents abroad Col. John A. DeVeaux, the Army’s 
senior Negro chaplain, was assigned to the head- 
quarters staff of the European forces in Heidelberg, 
Germany, and became the highest ranking Negro of- 
ficer ever to serve in this capacity. In his new posi- 
tion Col. DeVeaux will serve as advisor to Gen. H. I. 
Hodes, the European commander. The colonel for- 
merly was stationed at Baumholder, Germany. 
Pentagon officials said the shifting of the Army’s 
top ranking Negro chaplain was the ga 
first move to cope with a “propaganda 
campaign” directed against Negro 
troops in Europe by foreign publica- 
tions, which have described them as 
“rapists.” Based on a few crimes, the 
publicity has hurt U. S. prestige over- 
seas and caused considerable concern 
in top diplomatic circles. Col. DeVeaux 
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Famed Chicago Lawyer Dies After Asthma Attack 
Atty. Joseph Clayton Jr., 51, famed Chi- 
cago criminal lawyer, died at St. James 
Hospital in Chicago Heights following an 
acute asthma attack suffered while mo- 
toring from Danville, Ill., where he had 
gone to try a narcotics case. His wife, 
Mrs. Edith Sampson, ex-United Nations 
delegate and an assistant Chicago corpo- 
ration counsel, was present when Clayton 
died. Five days earlier, Atty. Clayton suf- 
fered a similar attack in Watseka, IIl., but 
officials at a local hospital refused to treat him because 
of his race. Head of a seven-man law firm, Atty. Clayton 
reportedly had about 500 new legal cases pending.

Fla. Urban League Dropped By Community Chest 

The Community Chest of Jacksonville, Fla., dropped 
the local Urban League and cut off financial support 
after the organization refused demands to withdraw 
from its body, end its integration program and change 
its name to “The Negro Welfare Council.” Fred Huff- 
man, the chest’s director, denied that the action was “a 
racial issue” but officials of the National Urban League 
said it was inspired by the Ku Klux Klan and White 
Citizen Councils. Richard P. Daniel, white chairman of 
the Jacksonville League’s interracial board, resigned 
after the organization refused to comply with the Com- 
munity Chest demands. 








Judge Hastie Boomed For Supreme Court Justice 
In San Francisco, a Federal judge an- 
nounced that he has asked President 
Eisenhower to appoint Judge William H. 
Hastie to the United States Supreme 
Court to fill the vacancy created by Jus- 
tice Sherman Minton’s retirement. Chief 
Judge William H. Denman of the U. S. 
Ninth Circuit Court said he sent a letter 
to the President outlining his arguments 
for the appointment of Judge Hastie, who 
Hastie is currently serving the Third Circuit 
Court in Philadelphia. Denman said that such a move 
would be the “most impressive answer” to Communist 
propaganda regarding the current integration problems 
in the South. 


Suspend Army Draft Of Ala. Bus Boycott Lawyer 

The induction of Montgomery, Ala., bus boycott attor- 
ney Fred Gray into the armed forces was suspended in- 
definitely by National Selective Service Director Lewis B. 
Hershey despite the fact the local board had ordered 
Gray to report for induction. Atty. Gray held a draft ex- 
emption because he was an assistant pastor in a Mont- 
gomery church, but when the bus boycott attracted atten- 
tion and he was its legal voice, he was shortly thereafter 
reclassified 1-A. 





Mother, Picking Cotton, Has Baby; Buries It 

In Alexandria, La., a cotton-picking mother, Mrs. 
Gussella Johnson, gave birth to a 9-lb. 10-0z. son in 
the cotton patch where she was working and left 
the infant in a hole covered with dirt. The baby’s 
cries attracted other women in the field, who noti- 
fied authorities. Both mother and son were taken 
to a hospital and were reported “doing nicely,” al- 
though the mother has been placed under Official 
surveillance by authorities. 
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Ala. Man Beaten For Buying Gas From Negro 

In Anniston, Ala., 36-year-old Kenneth Adams, who was 
arrested last April for attacking Nat (King) Cole in a 
Birmingham theater, was re-arrested after he and his two 
brothers beat a white man for buying gasoline at a Negro- 
operated service station. Adams and his brothers, Joe, 32, 
and Billy, 24, who are White Citizens Council officials, 
were charged with assault and battery by James Donald- 
son and released on $1,000 bond each. 


D. C. Maid Willed Half Of $75,000 Estate 


In Washington, D. C., nearly half of a $75,000 estate 
was left to a maid by her employer who died in July. 
Miss Savilla Anderson, who worked six years for wealthy, 
85-year-old Miss Anna M. Barry, will receive $1,000 in a 
lump sum and $100 a month for life under the terms of 
the will. At death, the remainder of Miss Anderson’s 
share of the estate 
will go to the Little 
Sisters of the Poor.

Nab Cop Killer In England After 10-Year Hunt 

A dapper, blues-singing “ladies’ 
man” from the “Little Harlem” 
section of Liverpool, England, 
was arrested on the Isle of Man 
seaside resort and charged with 
the 10-year-old murder of a Brit- 
ish policeman who caught him 
wheeling a stolen safe in a baby 
carriage. The man, Freidman 
Reese, 36, a gangling (6-3) , Texas- 
bred deserter from the U. S. 
Army (1944), was nabbed with a 
40-year-old white woman, Eliza- 
beth A. Breet, after a global 
search that stretched from Brit- 
ish Guiana to Indo-China. 

Reese (r.) in custody Charged with the 1946 bludgeon- 
murder of an English bobby, Reese told police: “I really 
didn’t mean to do the policeman any harm and that’s the 
God’s truth.”

Franklin for stabbing her husband, who cannot read, after 
he accused her of writing a love letter to her boy friend 
when she was actually helping her younger brother and 
sister with their school home work. Her husband, A. G. 
Franklin, was hospitalized for chest wounds and was re- 
ported in serious condition. 


Man On Sick Leave Tries Rape Of Woman On Bus 

A 28-year-old hospital patient on leave, who partially 
disrobed himself and began tearing at the clothes of a 
white woman sleeping on the rear seat of a bus, was ar- 
rested in Forest, Miss. Police said Robert Sanders, on a 
90-day leave from a Waco, Texas, VA hospital, was en 
route with his wife and two children to Tuskegee’s VA 
hospital when the attack occurred. VA officials at Waco 
told police Sanders’ illness “could possibly induce” him to 
attempt such an act. Sanders told police that he was talked 
into attempting the attack by another Negro male pas- 
senger on the bus.

Hubby Gets Perfumed Letter. Wife Throws Lye 

A 35-year-old Memphis husband, John Malone ZIJr., 
who refused to show his suspicious wife, Barbara, a 
perfumed letter another woman had obviously sent 
him, was slightly burned by a hot lye solution his 
wife threw on him after he slapped her. Mrs. Ma- 
lone told City Court Judge Harvey Yaffee that her 
husband stomped on her false teeth plates during 
the argument over the letter. Judge Yaffee, how- 
ever, dismissed a disorderly conduct charge against 
Malone and told the couple he thought they were 
in the wrong court. 























Teacher Hired By Mail In Mass. Fired On Sight 
A Negro teacher from Eu- 
gene, Oregon, hired by mail 
to teach in Gloucester, 
Mass., was given $1,000 and 
sent back home after he re- 
ported for work. Warren G. 
McClure, 34-year-old gradu- 
ate of Pepperdine College 
in Los Angeles, was hired 
a by School Supt. L. Munro 
Grandy McClure Grandy, who admitted that 
he did not know McClure was a Negro, but added that this 
was not the reason he was not permitted to teach. A 
Gloucester city councilman demanded a probe, seeking to 
know why McClure was paid $1,000. Meanwhile, Oregon 
authorities said McClure never was certified to teach in 
that state. California school records show that McClure’s 
teaching license was revoked in 1954. No reason was given. 


18 S. C. Teachers Challenge Anti-NAACP Law 

In Columbia, S. C., 18 teachers filed suit against state 
school officials, challenging a new law aimed at the 
NAACP. The teachers were among 24 fired because they 
refused to sign statements disfavoring NAACP member- 
ship and public school integration. The suit, filed by 
NAACP attorneys Thurgood Marshall and Lincoln C. Jen- 
kins Jr., asks that school officials be restrained from re- 
fusing to continue teachers in jobs solely because of 
NAACP membership or their attitudes toward segregation. 


De Paul U. Names Negro Psychology Dept. Head 

In Chicago, Miss Frances M. Douglass was appointed 
chairman of De Paul University’s psychology department 
and became the second Negro woman to head a college 
department in the Chicago area. Miss Douglass, a native 
New Yorker, has been a member of the De Paul faculty 
for four years.

Hodding Carter Sees Slow Integration For 5 States 


Hodding Carter, Pulitzer Prize-winning publisher of the — 


Greenville (Miss.) Delta Democrat, said integration would 
be a long time coming to Mississippi, Georgia, Alabama, 
Arkansas and Virginia. Addressing the New England 
Weekly Press Assn. Conference in West Harwich, Mass., 
Carter praised Kentucky, Texas and Tennessee governors 
for calling on law enforcement agencies to quell school 


integration disturbances, but added: “You have only to - 


read your newspapers to realize the deterioration of 
racial relations ... since the Supreme Court ruling.”

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WHITE WOMAN TO SUE ALA. SCHOOL - 


A white farm wife threatened court action against 
officials who assigned her dark-skinned son to a Negro 
school in Rawls, Ala., in the first test of a new state law 
designed to prevent racial integration in schools. Brand- 
ing as untrue “insinuations 
that our boy (Troy Am- 
mons, 7) is half-colored,” 
Mrs. E. V. Wheeler claimed 
that ‘‘the NAACP and 
northern agitators are just 
waiting for him to enroll 
in a Negro school so they 
can jump on it with their 
noise and headlines and 
show that Alabama is being 
integrated.” 

Her decision to go into P 
court came after angry par- 
ents questioned her son’s 
race and School Supt.

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THE SCHOOLTEACHER WITHOUT A CLASS 


VA. PARENTS BOYCOTT ONE-ROOM 
BY SIMEON BOOKER 


In Virginia’s rich Surry County (65 miles south of Rich- 
mond), conversation among the nation’s best peanut 
growers suddenly shifted from the approaching harvest 
and gun-point school integration in nearby Clinton, Tenn., 
to the teacher without a class in the one-room cinder 
block annex of Lebanon elementary school for Negroes. 
For the past six months, the isolated roadside school has 
been boycotted by some 30-odd third grade farm pupils 
while its teachers, like the present one, Mrs. Helen Slade, 
have become the only instructors in Virginia’s history to 
receive pay for doing no more than sit in an empty room 
with a pot-bellied stove, mark “absent” on pupil records 
and read newspapers. “I’d rather have faces to look at

every day,’ laments Mrs. Slade, a Virginia State College 
graduate, “but I can’t force these kids to come in here.” | 

Occasionally from her window, Mrs. Slade, a farmer’s 
wife, who was given the class this fall, can see Virginia 
state police cars parading up and down the highway to 
shoo away any would-be adult picketeers or curiosity 
seekers or she can walk a quarter-mile up the road to file 
a daily attendance report (one day, she looked after a 
six-year-old boy whose mother was called away from 
home) with Principal D. M. Moore on one of the strangest 
school strikes in U. S. history. 

While Mrs. Slade and some five other teachers privately 
question the wisdom of such a drastic action, Surry 
County citizens, however, see the schoolteacher without

a class as a symbol of a brewing battle for equal rights 
by the predominant Negroes. Of the county’s 6,220 resi- 
dents, the 3,971 Negroes constitute three-fifths of the pop- 
ulation, but not a single Negro holds an elective, appoin- 
tive or white collar position (outside of six Negro teach- 
ers). There also are other grave inequities. Most crucial: 
the lopsided Jim Crow school system. 

Launching a civil rights drive several years ago, Negro 
leaders served notice on the all-white school board that 
they wanted a modern elementary school building in place 
of three tumble down, ramshackle wooden structures (two 
are situated on opposite sides of a main highway) which 
have no running water, no inside toilets or even a tele- 
phone. Dumfounded white officials, apparently in a move 
to kill off the militancy, bluntly rejected the demand. The 
matter quickly came to a head when the board appropri- 
ated $250,000 for a new white elementary school; for the 
Negroes, a one-room cinder block structure, which iron- 
ically is owned by a Negro and leased to the board. 

Last February, when the third-graders received notices 
to report for classes, angry parents huddled. Stormed 
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Mrs. Georgia Grain, wife of a truck driver: “The state 
outlawed these one-room school houses and why should | 
we allow this county to disobey the law.” Result: they | 
staged a student boycott, got 100 per cent cooperation. 

As kids who remained at home were organized into 
special classes taught by parents, strike leaders sought 
relief from School Superintendent M. B. Joyner. They got, 
not relief, but an order that boycotting students would © 
have to repeat the grade in the one-room school and a 
threat that parents would have to face legal action for 
violating truancy laws. 

This fall, as tensions mounted for the first time to a 
name calling pitch, Surry County Negroes, long known for 
their militance, angrily rejected the order and the threats, 
decided to use a new and more feared weapon—the inte- 
gration suit. Meanwhile, they instituted more home 
classes, pooled money for school supplies. For the boy- 
cotting mothers, there is no retreat from their pledge: 
“The price of liberty is death—even of education.” 
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Boycotting parents huddle to organize county-wide league to 
keep protest effective. They teach their children at home.

Council of New Orleans as literature calculated to “brain- 
wash” white pupils along the lines of racial integration, 
was ordered banned from the Orleans parish public 
schools by Supt. James F. Redmond. Entitled The Rabbit 
Brothers, the booklets were distributed by the Anti- 
Defamation League and tells an illustrated cartoon tale 
of almost identical twin rabbits. One “tells unfriendly 
jokes about those whose color or religion is different from 
his own.”

A 30-year-old Palmetto, Fla., lawyer, Harry Lee Sears, 
who in 1952 broke into a church and, with two other men, 
took a drum and guitar to a Negro bar and dance hall 
Sears managed, was suspended from the practice of law 
by the Florida Supreme Court. Sears, who was convicted 
of burglary and paroled after serving one year of a five- 
year prison term, may be reinstated. A recommendation 
of leniency was made by the Florida Bar, which found 
that Sears had merely borrowed the instruments. 
Tenn. Robbery Suspect Demands Electric Chair 

A Nashville prisoner, Ewell Amos Jr., told his court- 
appointed attorney to see that he gets the electric chair 
for six counts of armed robbery, because he wanted to see 
“justice” done in his case. Lawyer James Smith, however, 
said he planned to ignore Amos’ request and seek an 
agreement with the district attorney under which Amos 
would not get the death penalty. Amos told Smith: “I’ve 
committed these crimes and I should be punished.” 
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Cleveland Union Under Fire, Still Bars Negroes 

A Cleveland electrician’s union which still practices 
racial discrimination was faced with legal action after 
failing to a cept and process fairly the membership appli- 
cation of 30-year-old Theodore Pinkston, the Cleveland 
Community Relations Board disclosed. Assistant City Law 
Director Bernard Ostrovsky said the next move would be 
to “consider the charges and then to issue a warrant” 
against the International Brotherhood of Electrical Work- 
ers, Local 38. 


Alabama Secretary Held On Forging Charge 

A 21-year-old secretary, Vera Carter, who allegedly 
forged 10 checks (worth approximately $200) was jailed 
by Montgomery, Ala., authorities. Miss Carter, secretary 
for the Negro locai of Hod Carriers and Common Labor- 
ers Union, is accused of forging the names of the presi- 
dent and business manager of the union on the checks, 
then passing them. 


Birmingham Labor Union Bars Negro Members 

The Southern Crafts, Inc., a newly-organized southern 
labor union formed to preserve segregation, issued a 
statement in Birmingham which emphasized that its 
membership shall consists of white persons only. The 
official union statement declared: “The officers and mem- 
bers of this organization . . . would never allow Negroes 
to integrate this organization. Only the southern people 
could amend this, and this they will never do.”

UNCERTAINTY OF ATOMIC AGE 

When the first atomic fireball billowed out of photo- 
graphs into the minds of men, it triggered an explo- 
sive religious revival that has sent U. S. church mem- 
bership soaring over the 100 million mark. Swept up 
in the record increase is an ever-increasing number of 
Negro youths. 7 

For with the threat of war laying waste the human 
landscape, with doubts and perplexities gnawing from 
within, “they have been driven to reflect more on life’s 
moral and spiritual elements,” says Dr. J. H. Jackson, 
president of the National Baptist Convention. “All 
across the land,” reports Dr. Jackson, “there is a cer- 
tain seriousness on the part of youths.” 

Typical of the young people flocking to God is 17- 
year-old Barbara Baldwin of Brooklyn, N. Y. Perhaps 
because she spent nine years trussed up in a brace to 
strengthen a polio-paralyzed left leg, her ambition is 
not for fame, fortune or social prestige. Her aim in 
life is to become a Lutheran Sunday School teacher.
